What was demonstrated at Hot | 


Springs was that there is no Dem- 
ocratic party in the South—and 
never has been. There are, in- 
stead, state democratic parties. In 
years past they have, with two 
public exceptions and one pri- 
vate, presented a common front 
in national elections, for obvious 
reasons of benefit. 


In 1876 


Southern Democrats privately 
quit their national party after the 
election of 1876 and made coali- 
tion with Republicans to defeat 
Samuel J. Tilden, the Democrat, 
who had been elected, but who 
was to have the election stolen 
from him. The votes of Louisi- 
ana, South Carolina and Florida 
were in dispute only because of 
corrupt control and worse meas- 
ures. An _ election commission 


voted eight to seven and Hayes | 


was declared to have the votes of 
those states and to be president 
of the United States by the mar- 
gin of one electoral vote, (The 
affinity of Southern Democrats 
for a GOP coalition when there is 
political gain to be had is no new 
thing. ) 

In 1928 Herbert Hoover carried 
six Southern states because of 
the extreme prejudices aroused 
by the issues of prohibition and 
the Catholic chureh. In 1948 four 
states simply made it well-nigh 
impossible to vote for the Demo- 
cratic nominees of the national 
party. They did not carry the 
states against the party. They 
simply excluded the party, which 
would have won had the people 
been presented with the issue of 
the national nominees vs. the Re- 
publican. They were a 
wrongs party wearing the cloak 
of States’ rights. 

The revolts, which come every 
four years, are merely searches 
for a method to allow the states, 
especially those with one party, 
to find a way to hold onto all 
advantages,.rights and privileges 
of being Democrats and yet to 
oppose the national party. That 
will continue until there is a two- 
party system.

Communists Dare UN 


To Quit Truce Talks; 


Probed 
Demand War 


End Before 
More Debate

TOKYO, Thursday, Nov. 
15.—The Communist negotia- 
tors Wednesday demanded 
that the United Nations break 
off their air and naval war- 
fare in Korea and fix a line 
across the peninsula inviolate 
to ground attack before the 
truce conferences at Panmun- 
jom went on to a settlement 
of the terms for a formal ar- 
mistice. 

The Chinese and North Korean 
military committeemen, meeting 
at the 22nd of their renewed ses- 
sions with the UN delegates, 
twice challenged the United Na- 


tions representatives to end the 
talks: unless they would consent 
to terminate all fighting while 
conditions were debated for an 
enforce- 
ment of the cease-fire and recom- 
mendations for future political 
settlements in Korea. « 

It was not precisely an ulti- 
matum that the enemy laid down, 
the Army briefing officer ex- 
plained Wednesday night. But as 
both sides met again Thursday 
the long-drawn negotiations ap- 
peared to some observers as close 
to collapse as at any time since 
last July. 

“No mutually acceptable solu- 
tion was in sight,” the headquar- 
ters official communique said. The 
UN command made plain that the 
Communist demand would not be 
met. 

Acceptance of the proposal, the 
headquarters bulletin said, would 
leave the vital armistice terms

SACRAMENTO, Nov. 14 — Gov. 
Earl Warren of California declared 
himself a candidate for the Re- 
publican presidential nomination 
Wednesday. 

In a statement read to a special- 
ly called press conference, the 
governor said: “With all humility, 
I have concluded to become a 
candidate.” . 

He will submit his name to the 


state’s Republican voters in the 


June primaries, he said, seeking 
California’s 70-man delegation to 
the Republican national conven- 
tion. But, he added, he has not. 
yet determined to what extent he 
will campaign outside of Cali- 


' fornia. 


In actively entering the lists 
against Senator Taft of Ohio, only 
other candidate thus far in the 
running, Governor Warren pleaded 
for party unity, but warned that 
the Republicans cannot hope to 
fashion victory in 1952 “solely on 
the mistakes of the present 20- 
year administration.” 

“The Republican party,” he said, 
“must present a definite, construc- 
tive and workable program for the 
nation.” 

The governor’s ideas of such a 
program will be laid before the 
California State Republican Com- 
mittee, he said, when he addresses 
its meeting in San Diego on Friday 
night.

They Do Not Say It Is Fair 


If we ever cease to live by law we will de- 


Georgia’s very able and esteemed Supreme 
Court has ruled the county unit system is 
legal in the state primary. The court con- 
cerned itself only with legality. 

It did not say the county unit system is 
fair, equitable or just. It is not, of course. 
It cannot be democratic so long as one vote 
in one part of the state is worth almost 40 
times as much as one vote in another. 

The Supreme Court did not “defend”: the 
unit system. It ruled the statute legal. 

There was one feature of the decision 
which we cannot quite understand. If we 
understand its language, the decision said the 
primary in Georgia is not equivalent to 
election. 

To that the only possible answer is that 
it always has been. Certainly, when the 
Democratic nominees are certified they have 
what amounts to a guarantee of office, so 
long as their personal behavior does not sub- 
ject them to an independent opposition. Even 
that is rare. | 

There is no opposition party in the state 
and it has been customary to refer to the 
Democratic nomination in the state as “equiv- 
alent to election.” Theoretically or techni- 
cally, of course, nomination is not so equiv- 
alent, but in practice and effect it has been 
and is. 

At any rate, we bow to none in our re- 
spect for the courts of the state and nation. 
They are our real bulwark. We live by law.

Below the Level 
Of Barbarism 


The brutal murder of 5,790 United Na- 
tions prisoners of war by the Communists, 
excluding the South Koreans killed, is an 
act of barbarism seldom equalled in the his- 
tory of modern warfare. It calls for a read- 
justment of UN objectives in connection with 
Korean truce terms and for another look 
at the entire Communist program of exter- 
mination of those who oppose their dicta- 
torial aims. 

Of the number killed, 5,500 were United 
States troops. It is also revealed that 250,- 
000 Korean civilians have been murdered, 
.25.575 of them in the Red retreat in 1950. 

The Communist Chinese consistently have 
refused to follow International Red Cross 
procedure in regard to prisoners of war. 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson. Tuesday 
described the international conduct of Red 
China as “so low that it would take consid- 
erable improvement to raise it to the general 
level of barbarism.” These are harsh words. 
The truth of them is borne out by the story 
of these ruthless murders. 

The UN General Assembly backed Ache- 
son in his stand by a vote of 37 to 11 on the 
question of seating Communist China in the 
United Nations. This marked a victory for 
the United States stand, and a gain in votes 
on the question since the last meeting of the 
Assembly, when 16 nations favored consid- 
ering Red China for membership. 

The pendulum of world opinion is swing- 
ing ever away from the Communists, and 
disclosure of these murders should effec- 
tively quarantine the Reds for the mad dogs 
they are. They were justly defeated in the 
UN on all other major questions they con- 
tested on the agenda. 

Red treachery seems to make it doubtful 
whether they are serious about wanting to 
end the war in Korea. 

Dealing with a government which con- 
dones such actions as this wholesale slaughter 
of prisoners of war is almost an impossi- 
bility. It gives us, moreover, proof of the 
United States government’s position that 
agreements with such regimes “‘aren’t worth 
the paper they are written on.” Violations 
of agreements are national policy, compro- 
mises are victories, and lies are the ruling 
philosophy of this vicious corruption of gov- 
ernment. 

Recognition of such a regime by the 
United Nations would be to condone vicious 
barbarism.

Let the thoughtful citizen ask himself why, 
if the unit system is desirable or necessary 
to protect rural counties or to keep down 
the Negro vote, Georgia is the only state 
which has it. And, being alone, are our poli- 
tics any better or our government the more 
efficient? 

None of the other Southern states uses 
the unit system. All have refused it, or 
made no effort to install it. Other Southern 
states seem-40 do as well, and their counties 
do not suffer. 

Why is it necessary for Georgia? Are we 
less democratic? Are we more fearful of our 
own people? Why do we, of all the Southern 
states, and all others for that matter, re- 
quire this particular political vehicle?

Stone Mountain — T. A. 
Phillips, a government exchange 
student from India, spoke to the 
PTA at Glen-Haven School the 
other day. He is a teacher in a 
small village there. He arrived 
in this country only two months 
ago and will be here a year, 
studying at Emory. 

Mr. Phillips ‘Segan his talk 
with an apology for any mis- 
takes in English that he might 
make. But as we listened to his 
soft, musical voice we forgot to 
listen for mistakes—in fact he 
did not need to apologize after 
all. 

In India, he told us, the aver- 
age family earns only seven 
dollars a month. And with this, 
he not only has to provide for 


his family—but if a child is 
sent to school he must pay for 
the tuition and all supplies—and 
all of this out of seven dollars. 

In India education is not free 
and not compulsory and since 
the people are so very poor— 
there is little chance for a child’s 
education. Mr. Phillips told us 
that it will be 40 years or more 
before any satisfactory educa- 
tional system can become es- 
tablished. 

After the meeting, I met and 
talked with Mr. Phillips about 
his school—and asked him if 
there was any way that the 
PTAs could help—and he said 
that more than anything, he 
wished we could help him buy 
a projector for his little school.

Talmadge may become 
chairman of the Southern Governors’ Conference 


in 1952. There was some talk of the 38-year- 


old Georgia governor being elected at the Hot Springs, Ark., con- 


ference this year, but the selection went to Texas

successor next year, according to “inside” talk. Talmadge’s stock 
among Southern governors rose to new heights at the Hot Springs 
conference, where he took a leading part not only in the political 
talk in the pressrooms, but also in the business sessions where 


state affairs were discussed. 


Along with the outstanding 
South Carolina Governor 
Byrnes, the Georgia governor 
was regarded as a leader in the 
anti-Truman movement within 
the Democratic Party. Talmadge 
handled himself well as he faced 
a large majority of Southern 
and national newsmen in a 
press conference where he was 
cross-examined about “plans for 
a revolt.” He said he knew of 
no “revolt;” that he is backing 
Senator Russell for the Demo- 
cratic Presidential nomination; 
that it is premature to “plan” 
any further than the July, 1952, 
National Democratic Conven- 
tion; that he thinks it possible 
the national Democratic Party 
may make sufficient concessions 
to the South to win its active 
support; that even though he 
admires Eisenhower he, person- 
ally, wouldn’t vote for Ike as a 
Republican candidate ‘‘because 
I am a Democrat.” 

Talmadge was appointed with 
Byrnes and Virginia Gov. John 
Battle on a three-member spe- 
cial committee to investigate the 
treaty-making powers of the 
President and report back for 
a possible special session of the 
Governors Conference. 


Talmadge participated in 
two of the three roundtable 
forums of the conference 
Monday. He questioned the 
advisability of the regional 
educational program branch- 
ing out into new fields lest it 
tend to devolop into a bu- 
reaucracy which regiments 
education too greatly. 


Tuesday he told the group of 
Georgia’s road maintenance 
program of its success in curb- 
ing overloaded trucks, and of 
his plans to build super-high- 
ways through toll roads. When 
the Arkansas highway engineer 
appealed for backing in getting 


more steel allotted to highway 
construction, Talmadge intro- 
duced a resolution which was 
approved. 


It was an active time for Tal- 
madge at the conference, fol- 
lowing the active role he played 
at the National Governors’ Con- 
ference a few weeks ago at Gat- 
linburg, Tenn. 


Fulton County Commissioner 
Jack Towns, who, as a member 
of Governor Talmadge’s party, 
attended all the conference 
business sessions, reports that 
he picked up a lot of informa- 
tion which will be helpful to 
him and Fulton County in the 
future. ...It was an all-Fulton 
County delegation that Gover- 
nor Talmadge wound up taking 
with him to Hot Springs: Buck- 
head “Mayor Red” Dorough, 
Commissioner Towns and Mrs. 
Towns, and Naval Aide Joe 
Laube and Mrs. Laube.... The 
conference resolution praising 
the freight rate committee for 
its work was praise for Walter 
McDonald, of the Georgia Pub- 
lic Service Commission, who was 
a staff official of the commit- 
tee... . Rate expert Sam Flynt 
of the Georgia Public Service 
Commission and Mrs. Flynt at- 
tended the conference with 
McDonald.

A Ripe Plum 
For the Kremlin? 


CAIRO—One fact is so obvious that it hardly 


needs restatement. 


Real Western military power 


en here—at present embodied in the British troops 
and bases in the Suez Canal Zone—must at all costs be main- 
tained, if this entire area is not to become a ripe plum for the 
Kremlin’s picking. For the moment, however, British evacuation 
is not in question; nothing the Egyptians can now do will force 


a British withdrawal. 


This provides a certain breathing spell, 


which did not exist in Iran, in which to consider how the power 
of the Western alliance is to be maintained in this vital area, not 
only in the short run, but for the long pull. 


And for the long pull, the 
prospect is anything but happy. 
One wise and experienced Eng- 
lishman here put it this way: 
“If the entire population really 
hates you, sooner or later your 
position becomes’ untenable. 
You’re too dependent on the 
people these days for food and 
labor and communications and 
so on. We've found that out in 
Palestine and elsewhere.” 

The entire population here— 
or all of it that matters—now 
“really hates” the British, at 
least as a symbol of something 
else. Both in the Middle and 
Far East, Americans and Brit- 
ish have tended disastrously to 
underestimate this mass bitter- 
ness as a force with which they 
must contend. In Iran, the line 
was, “The beggars will soon fee! 
the pinch, and then they’ll come 
to heel.” This did not work in 
Iran. In the end, it will not 
work here. 

The bitterness of the Egyp- 
tians has certainly been artifi- 
cially stimulated. Yet it is any- 
thing but artificial; it is real 
and universally felt. As such it 
is a major political force, which 
it would be suicidal folly to dis- 
regard. 


Moreover, although Ezgyp- 
tians (with some highly in- 
telligent exceptions, like UN 
delegate Fawzi Bey) constant- 
ly weaken their case by wildly 
overstating it, they do have 
valid reasons for bitterness. 
They consider the talk about 
the “sanctity of sreaties” hy- 
pocritical hogwash—which in 
a sense it is, since the 1936 
treaty with the British was 
something of a shotgun mar- 
riage to begin with, and has 
been disregarded since when 
it suited British convenience. 
As for the Sudan, Egyptian 
claims are obviously fanciful, 
but it is at least true that the 
Anglo-Egyptian condominium 
has had precious little “con” 
to it. 


Behind the issues of the treaty 


and the Sudan, however, lie 


deeper and more emotion-gen- 
erating sources of bitterness. 
One is in the immediate past— 
the creation of the state of Is- 
rael. Moral judgments aside, it 
is a political fact that the cre- 
ation of the Israeli state has left 
a festering political wound here, 
and that the shameful treatment 
of the hundreds of thousands 
of Arab refugees from Israel 
acts like a permanent irritant 
in the wound. 


There is also, of course, the 
acrid memory of 70 years of 
British rule. In a tour of the 
Canal Zone, this reporter saw a 
sign reading, “For low grade 
native labor,” and this sign 
might stand as a symbo] of the 
peculiar British political tact- 
lessness which even now cone 
tinues to enrage politically con- 
scious Egyptians. 


All this adds up to a fierce 
national] bitterness, often puer- 
ile in its very impotence (like 
the blind, shrieking rage of a 
small boy) but no less danger- 
ous for that. Somehow, sooner 
or later, means must be found 
(and the means is not United 
States Information Service 
movies) aot to erase this bitter- 
ness, for that is impossible, but 
to bring it within manageable 
proportions.

Rating Cut 


Georgia’s three Negro colleges 
in the University System are in 
“serious danger” of losing their 
accreditation because of poor 
physical facilities, Chancellur Har- 
mon Caldwell told the Board of 
Regents Wednesday. 

Caldwell’s statement, involving 
Negro State Colleges at Savannah, 
Albany and Fort Valley, came on 
the hgels of the Regents’ post- 
ponement of action on the appli- 
cation of an Atlanta Negro, Hor- 
ace T. Ward, to enter the Univer- 
sity of Georgia law school. 

Advising the board that loss of 
accreditation would result in “a 
very serious situation,” Caldwell 
said the three state schools now 
have a provisional accreditation 
from the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools 
That accreditation was given on 
condition that the $1,775.000 build- 
ing program be completed, the 
chancellor said. 

“We have met some of the con- 
ditions—and some we have not 
met,” he said soberly. “I do not 
know what action we may expect 
from the committee on accredita- 
tion.” 

The Regents authorized Cald- 
well to “guarantee” to the Asso- 
ciation that the construction pro- 
. will be completed. All of 

e construction is either under 
wey or in the drawing-board 
stage Caldwell said: but he indi- 
categ shortages of steel and other 
vitaa materials might slow up 
work. The Regents said they want- 
ed to give priority to the construc- 
tion program at the Negro coi- 
leges. 

The Southern Association meets 
in St. Petersburg Dec. 1 to 5, at 
which time the Chancellor will 
appear with a request that the 
three Georgia schools he accred- 
ited. The rating system has been 
changed since the Negro schools 
were given a “B” rating, and this 
year they will either be “ap- 
proved” or “not approved,” Cald- 
well 

The construction program which 
will be financed through State 
Schoo] Building Authority bonds 
includes three new buildings at 
Albany, three at Savannah and 
two at Fort Valley. 

The Regents also rejected a pro- 
posal to make the Southern Col- 
Jege of Pharmacy a part of the 
Atlanta Division of the University 
of Georgia, but voted to establish 
a co-operative program at the Jni- 
versity at Athens. 

Under the co-operative 
gtudents now working in Atlanta 
drug stores would be allowed to 
take nart of their college work at 
the Atlanta Division. The Regents 
also asked the Southern College 
of Pharmacy, which has offered

in the Austrian capital.

Georgia Tech has not won from Alabama in the state of Ala- 
bama since 1939.

These are facts and figures that would numb the fellow given 
to respe such drivel. But I’ve always looked at it this way: 
Fifty percent of most college squads are young men who never 
played against the enemy before, and therefore should not be af- 
fected by the power of “spells”: about 25 percent are juniors and 
the rest are seniors, the majority intelligent enough to shake off 
such mental handicaps. 


A Few Mental Rivers To Cross

In order to be a certified public accountant, a woman must pass 


the state hoard examinations (there are four), 


and must have at 


least two years of work on the staff of a CPA. 


Mrs. L. E. Crook was the first 
woman in Atlanta to pass the 
examination in 1926 when she 
was Miss Florence Hammers 
of Washington D. C. 


She has this to say: 

“T have always liked detail 
work and as a CPA I certainly 
find an outlet for it. Most of 
my work is as a tax specialist. 
I have always loved it, and even 
after I married and reared a 
family, the lure was so great 
that I kept it up. As a career 
for a woman, I would recom- 
mend it only to those who feel 
that they can devote a great 
part of their time to study and 
work. 

Miss Ethleen Lasseter was 
fourth woman CPA in Georgia. 
She received her rating in 1934 
and, as assistant trust officer at 
the First National Bank, has this 
to sav for future careerists: 

“Many women think that it 
requires a matematical mind. 
That is true to a certain extenf, 
but the ability to interpret re- 
ports is the main thing. The 
examinations cover such related 
subjects as auditing, accounting 
theory, problems, commerce and 
law.”

Being Read to Whets Child’s Book Interest 


By GLADYS BEVANS 


A young relative of mine, 
now grown up, keen about 
books and an avid reader, was 
very late in acquiring the abil- 
ity to read. I don’t remember 
how old he was: 9 or 10, I 
think. 

Since he went to one of the 
more radically progressive 
schools, where the program was 
not exclusively academic and 
he was successful in his other 
studies, the teachers were not 
the least disturbed, but his 
grandmother was. 

“I believe it’s all my fault,” 
she used to say, “due to the 
fact that I’ve read to him so 
much ever since he was a lit- 


tle boy, for hours and hours 
and hours.” 

It is’ possible that she was 
right, but I doubt it. Her read- 
ing to him may have been re- 
sponsible for his great love of 
books, for the stimulation of 
his imagination and for the 
work with publishing, which 
later became his profession. In 
any case, I would never re- 
frain from reading to a child on 
the chance of helping’ him to 
learn the mechanics of reading. 

There’s also this to point out: 
that the books one reads to a 
child are invariably far beyond 
anything he could or would 
read. Often I believe being 
read to makes learning to read 


more appealing. I’m sure this 
has been true with the 7-year- 
old I was talking about vyes- 
terday. 

His mother has read to him 
ever since he was a year old, 
and he is now listening to sto- 
ries usually read to 10 or ll- 
year-olds, with simpler ones 
mixed in. Much of the time he 
looks over his mother’s shoul- 
der to see the pictures, but 
also (where the type is large) 
he sees the words. 

Some months ago he picked 
up one of his familiar home 
books and was thrilled to find 
he could read some himself. It 
may occur to someone to say,

The news columns tell the trag- 
edy of it— 

Nine dead in a single accident 
at Nashville last week end, seven 
killed in another accident the week 
before at Moultrie. 

The deaths and injuries and the 
sorrow involved in traffic acci- 
dents make up the human, tragic 
aspect of the story. But there is 
a material side, too, involving the 
monetary cost of such tragedies. 

In the second round of auto- 
mobile insurance policy purchases 
since enactment of the state law 
requiring all motorists to have lia- 
bility protection, Georgians will 
shell out millibns of dollars more 
than they did in the first. 


STATE RATES UP 


This additional cost will result 
from recent state-wide increases 
of 11.1 pér cent in automobile 
bodily injury liability rates and 
19 per cent in automobile property 
damage insurance. 

Georgia automobile rates—and 
those in most other states—are 
based on a mathematical analysis 
of the accidents involving insured 
vehicles and what these accidents 
cost, 

So long as accidents in which 
Georgia drivers are involved in- 
crease in frequency and severity, 
neither the State Insurance De- 
partment nor the insurance com- 
panies can lower the cost of auto- 
mobile insurance. 

CURVE UPWARD 

And the curve of accidents in 
Georgia is upward. The State De- 
partment of Public Safety reports 
a total of 944,856 registered ve- 
hicles traveled an estimated 9.- 
929,000,000 miles on Georgia roads 
last year. This is an increase of 
13 per cent for registration and 12 
per cent for mileage over 1949. 

These drivers were involved in 
12,487 reported highway accidents, 
of which 903 resulted in fatalities. 
They caused 8,496 injuries. Com- 
pared with 1949, this was a 20 per 
cent increase in deaths, a 31 per 
cent rise in injuries and a 30 per 
cent jump in accidents. 

Lt. R. V. Richards, supervisor 
of the department’s accident re- 
porting division, estimates these 
accidents caused $8,241,000 in 
property damages—a 28 per cent 
increase over the. previous year. 


COSTS RISE, TOO 


Current costs for labor and med- 
ical care have shot up with the 
cost-of living. While the number 
of Georgia traffic accidents has 
increased 30 per cent, the cost of 
paying for them, insurance com- 
pany officials say, has gone up 106 
cent. Average vehitle replace- 
which cost $100 in 1940 
now cost $290. In the same period 


hospital charges jumped as much 


as 174 per cent in some places, in- 
surance officials say. 

All of this adds up to a stagger- 
ing automobile accident bill for 
Georgians. If the cost is to be 
checked, the driver himself must 
be the key factor. For, as one in- 
surance man, H. G. Kemper, pres- 
ident of the Lumbermen’s Mutual 
Casualty Co., expresses it: 

“Only by preventing accidents 
can we hope to reduce the cost of 
automobile insurance. Once an 
accident occurs, it becomes an ad- 
versely influential figure in the 
Statistical record,”

Dollar Profits 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—(U.P) 
The government Wednesday au- 
thorized “substantial” increases in 
price ceilings on new homes, fac- 
tories, highways and scores of 
other construction projects to 


guarantee the building industry 
its pre-Korean profits. 

The construction industry does 
an annual business of about $36,- 
000,000,000. 

Price Stabilizer Michael V.. Di- 
Salle said that, effective Nov. 20, 
construction firms will be permit- 
ted to figure increased costs of 
labor and. materials in their ceil- 
ing prices. He acted under the 
so-called Herlong Amendment to 
the new Controls Law. 

The order requires construction 
ceiling prices to reflect current 
labor, materials and equipment 
costs, plus nine-tenths of the high- 
est profit margin which contrac- 
tors collected on similar projects 
between July 1, 1949, and June 
24, 1950. 

DiSalle said the new ceilings 
will give contractors about the 
same dollar profit they made be-

fore the Korean War started. He: 


pointed out that labor and mate- 
rial costs in the industry have 
risen 10 and 12 per cent respec- 
tively since the war broke out. 

Officials were unable to esti- 
mate the added cost to the public. 
They explained they did not know 
how many of the cost increases 
occurred since the industry went 
under the general price freeze last 
January. But they said the ceil- 
ings will add “substantially” to 
the cost of new homes, defense 
plants, highways and other build- 
ing projects. 

Most of the construction indus- 
trv was removed from the general 
price freeze in May and was placed 
under the “services” price regu- 
lation. 

DiSalle expla ined that the “‘serv- 
ices” ceilings were not suited ‘to 
the construction industry because 
contractors have to determine dif- 
ferent ceiling prices for each serv- 
ice they perform. 

In addition, he said, waeties.| 
terrain, location and other factors 
which influence the cost of con- 
struction make it all but impos- 
sible for the industry to operate 
under that regulation.
